It 
will  fall  to  him  to  introduce  some  of  the  notables  present 
who  will  not  be  taking  an  official  part  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  evening,  among  them  Coach  Stahley  and  his  staff.  Coach 
Fesler  of  Wesleyan,  Bill  Slater,  sports  ace  who  is  to  broad- 
cast the  game  the  next  day,  and  others  of  alumni,  athletic 
and  journalistic  fame.  Provision  is  being  made  for  plenty 
of  music,  some  of  it  by  the  University  Band,  some  of  it  by 
the  diners,  and  other  stunts  will  contribute  to  a  swiftly- 
moving  evening  in  lighter  vein.  A  portion  of  the  evening 
may  be  broadcast. 

The  dinner  is  not  being  restricted  to  Brown  alumni  this 
year.  Among  other  friends  of  Brown  present  will  be  a 
sizable  delegation  of  Wesleyan  men,  who  have  eagerly 
taken  advantage  of  an  invitation  to  attend,  to  meet  their 
new  coach,  to  participate  in  the  fun  and  to  hear  an  appro- 
priate address  from  one  of  their  most  famous  alumni,  Henry 
Merritt  Wriston.

►  "You,  Too,  Can  Hear,"  says  a  box  in  the  lively  mailing 
piece  sent  out  by  the  committee  in  the  form  of  a  newspaper. 
It  promises:  "Adequate  sound  amplifiers  are  being  in- 
stalled in  the  gym,  as  the  result  of  extensive  investigations 
and  practical  tests,  so  that  speakers  can  be  heard  easily  in 
all  parts  of  the  room.  This  problem  of  acoustics  is  being 
met  satisfactorily  this  year;  no  alumnus  need  strain  his  ears, 
regardless  of  his  location." 

The  buffet  supper  will  be  served  by  Fred  C.  Broomhead 
'0'?,  appropriate  to  the  season  of  the  year  and  the  type  of 
gathering.  Almost  all  of  your  dollar  will  go  towards  the 
meal,  other  expenses  being  shared  by  the  University,  the 
Associated  Alumni,  and  the  Providence  Brown  Club. 

Decorations,  which  will  serve  the  double  purpose  of 
making  a  portion  of  the  gym  floor  more  intimate  and 
attractive  as  a  setting,  are  being  planned  by  Louis  A.  R 
Fieri  '20.  Trophies  and  pictures  of  past  football  seasons 
will  be  exhibited. 

Informal  luncheons  at  fraternity  houses  are  being 
arranged  for  Saturday  noon.  The  participation  of  parents 
of  undergraduates  in  Alumni  Day  is  also  being  solicited 
through  special  invitations.  Faculty  members,  many  of 
whom  will  attend  the  dinner,  offer  a  cordial  welcome  to 
their  former  pupils,  who  may  wish  to  visit  them  on  campus 
during  the  weekend.    A  soccer  game  is  also  scheduled. 

In  New  York,  Boston  and  other  alumni  centres  special 
committees  have  been  set  up  to  facilitate  the  distribution  of 
dinner  tickets  and  football  game  tickets.  Providence  alumni, 
too,  have  been  asked  to  undertake  individual  hospitality 
for  their  out  of  town  friends. 

►  Toward  the  success  of  all  this,  a  willing  committee  has 
been  at  work  through  the  summer.  Much  had  to  be  planned 
well  in  advance  because  Alumni  Day  comes  so  early  in  the 
season,  but  it  was  obvious  that  the  time  to  capitalize  on  the 
interest  in  a  new  coaching  set-up  was  at  the  time  of  its 
debut,  and  Wesleyan  will  make  a  good  opponent  for  the 
opening  game.  State  and  City  officials  and  Army  and  Navy 
men  will  lend  color  to  that  inaugural.

The  A.  A.  C.  at  Brown 

►  ►  Colleges  and  universities  should  do  their  utmost  to 
continue  normally  throughout  the  current  crisis  if  they  are 
to  live  up  to  their  long-range  value  as  citadels  of  knowledge, 
President  Henry  M.  Wriston  told  the  District  I  conference 
of  the  American  Alumni  Council  during  its  convention 
at  Brown. 

"Our  institutions  of  higher  learning  are  primanly  de- 
signed to  conserve  values  from  the  past,  interpret  them  in 
the  light  of  today,  and  project  them  forward  into  the 
future,"  he  said.  "We  must  furnish  leadership  by  laying 
hold  of  the  eternal  verities,  the  permanent  values. 

"If  we  take  the  sensible  and  sound  view  that  the  lessons 
of  the  past  have  something  of  great  significance  to  con- 
tribute to  the  future  of  the  world,  then  the  university 
becomes  a  vital  organization  within  the  pattern  of  national 
defense." 

President  Wriston  pointed  to  research  as  one  of  the  fun- 
damental ways  in  which  colleges  and  universities  have 
contributed  to  knowledge  and  human  welfare,  and  described 
how  achievements  in  the  laboratories  have  been  used  for 
national  defense.  He  cited  Brown's  program  in  applied 
mechanics  as  a  two-fold  effort  for  defense  and  for  the  use 
of  peace-time  industry. 

Universities  have  always  been  democratic  and  an  example 
of  classless  society,  where  students  with  a  wide  diversity  of 
character  and  interests  can  make  of  themselves  whatever 
they  choose.  President  Wriston  said.  He  described  such  an 
opportunity  as  one  which  "no  money  can  buy  and  which 
no  birth  can  achieve." 

"It  is  not  a  perfect  society  but  it  is  as  democratic  as  any 
yet  achieved  anywhere,"  he  said,  "and  our  alumni  sometimes 
lose  that  classless  concept." 

The  speaker  declared  that  the  military  aspects  of  the 
current  crisis  are  essentially  an  interlude,  and  that  efforts 
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should  he  made  to  ahsorh  the  interlude  rather  than  to  allow 
it  to  become  "a  dominant  and  disturbing  force  in  a  stu- 
dent's life." 

►  Not  only  were  Brown  University  and  Pembroke  College 
hosts  to  the  14th  annual  conference  of  District  I  of  the 
American  Alumni  Council,  hut  Brunonians  had  prominent 
places  on  the  program  arranged  for  the  delegates,  who  came 
from  Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Brunswick, 
New  Hampshire,  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island, 
Quebec,  Rhode  Island  and  Vermont.  The  three  days  of 
the  conference  were  Sept.  8-10. 

Gertrude  Allen  McConnell,  Alumnae  Secretary  at  Pem- 
broke, and  James  W.  Gurll,  Alumni  Fund  Secretary'  at 
Brown,  received  many  compliments  for  the  affair,  which 
represented  so  much  hard  work  on  their  part  and  that  of 
District  Chairman  Joseph  W.  Morton  of  Tufts. 

In  addition  to  President  Wriston,  Dean  Morriss  and 
Vice-President  Adams  joined  in  greeting  the  delegates  on 
the  opening  day.  President  Leonard  Carmichael  of  Tufts, 
former  head  of  the  Brown  Psychology  Department,  told  of 
the  colleges  in  national  defense  service  at  the  formal  dinner, 
while  James  H.  Case,  Jr.,  Brown  University's  Secretary, 
gave  the  address  at  another  luncheon.  Among  Brunonians 
who  spoke  were  W.  Chesley  Worthington,  Acting  Director 
of  Alumni  Relations,  and  George  Hurley,  Alumni  Fund 
Trustee,  and  Mrs.  McConnell  and  Mr.  Gurll  presided  at 
important  meetings.  Stanton  P.  Nickerson,  Alfred  H. 
Gurney  and  Alumni  President  William  P.  Burnham  also 
attended.

►  Enrollment  Normal 


►  ►  An  enrollment  of  about  the  normal  1400  is  expected 
when  Brown  University  begins  its  177th  academic  year  on 
Wednesday,  Sept.  24,  with  opening  chapel  exercises  in 
Sayles  Hall  at  9  o'clock.  President  Henry  M.  Wriston  will 
address  the  entire  undergraduate  body  and  members  of  the 
Corporation  and  Faculty.  An  academic  procession  across 
the  Middle  Campus  will  precede  the  exercises. 

Freshmen  arrived  on  College  Hill  during  the  week-end 
of  Sept.  13-14  in  time  for  a  full  schedule  of  activities  to 
acquaint  them  with  life  at  Brown.  Freshman  Week  began 
on  Sept.  15  and  continued  for  the  next  10  days.  Freshmen 
and  upperclassmen  will  register  for  the  new  year  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  Sept.  22  and  23. 

As  the  newcomers  arrived,  the  first  summer  courses  held 
at  Brown  since  World  War  days  ended.  Fifty  high-school 
graduates  of  last  June  have  been  busy  with  intensive  engi- 
neering training;  30  undergraduates  are  enrolled  in  summer 
courses  leading  to  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees;  and  59 
industrial  technicians  and  others  have  been  taking  Brown's 
special  program  in  applied  mechanics. 

The  summer  program  in  applied  mechanics,  the  first  full- 
time  venture  of  its  kind,  has  been  carried  out  "with  gratify- 
ing success,"  Dean  Roland  G.  D.  Richardson  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  reports.  The  program  was  introduced  last  June 
as  another  of  Brown's  contributions  towards  national  de- 
fense. Experts  in  various  fields  of  applied  mechanics  have 
been  in  charge  of  special  courses  designed  to  apply  mathe- 
matics to  problems  in  various  defense  industries,  especially 
aviation. 

►  De.\n  S.amuel  T.  Arnold  says  that  he  anticipates  a 
normal  enrollment  of  about  1400  undergraduates  this  year. 
The  draft  will  probably  reduce  the  enrollment  of  the  Junior 
and  Senior  classes,  he  said,  but  the  Sophomore  class  will 
remain  about  the  same. 

The  Freshman  class  will  be  larger  than  in  recent  years, 
according  to  Dean  Bruce  M.  Bigelow,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Admissions.  About  425  or  430  are  being 
admitted  in  order  to  make  up  for  the  smaller  upper-class 
enrollment.  Dean  Bigelow  said  that  the  class  is  "an  excep- 
tionally fine  one  in  every  respect." 

University  officials  agree  that  most  students  at  Brown  are 
anxious  to  continue  their  educations  rather  than  to  drop 
out  in  an  attempt  to  find  work.  They  pointed  out  that  all 
dormitories  are  filled  to  capacity  and  that  there  is  a  waiting 
list  for  rooms.  Defense  industry  jobs,  however,  will  reduce 
the  enrollment  of  the  Graduate  School  "to  a  marked  degree," 
according  to  Dean  Richardson.  He  said  that  there  has  been 
a  sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  applicants  who  want  to  do 
advanced  work  in  the  sciences. 

The  program  for  Freshman  Week,  beginning  Sept.  15, 
found  the  first  year  men  confronted  with  batteries  of  apti- 
tude, placement  and  proficiency  tests,  as  v^-ell  as  conferences 
with  Faculty  Advisers.  A  series  of  Orientation  Lectures 
was  also  scheduled,  dealing  with  various  aspects  of  life 
at  Brown. 

The  lighter  side  of  the  week's  activities  brought  the 
Freshmen  together  for  informal  suppers,  mixers,  rallies  and 
a  dance  with  Pembroke's  Freshmen.  The  yearlings  were  to 
meet  campus  leaders,  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  coach- 
ing staff  at  various  gatherings.  High-point  of  the  social 
program  will  be  the  annual  week-end  outing  at  Camp 
Yawgoog  on  Sept.  20  and  21.  <   <

►  ►  It's  heen  a  good  many  years  since  interest  in  Brown 
football  was  as  high  as  this  fall,  with  Coach  "Skip"  Stahley 
and  his  aides  pressing  preparation  tor  their  first  season  on 
the  Hill  and  with  an  attractive  Alumni  Day  game  with 
Wesleyan  providing  the  inaugural  on  Sept.  27. 

After  what  many  observers  deemed  the  best  of  spring 
practices  in  Brown  history,  the  candidates  were  recalled  to 
Aldrich  Field  on  Sept.  .^,  three  weeks  before  the  start  of 
classes,  and  the  same  spirit  carried  over.  A  checkup  on 
casualties  from  defense  or  scholastic  difficulties  showed 
most  of  the  squad  dependables  had  returned  or  would  be 
available,  and  it  would  be  a  group  of  about  40.  Public 
curiosity  is  high  as  to  what  the  Stahley  regime  would  do 
with  them. 

The  general  situation  was  summed  up  as  follows  in  the 
book  of  football  data  prepared  by  the  new  athletic  publicity 
director,  Edward  R.  Place  '24 : 

"The  loss  of  16  of  last  year's  lettermen  leaves  many 
positions  to  be  filled  on  the  1941  Brown  football  team. 
Hardest  hit  was  the  backfield,  where  seven  of  the  nine 
lettermen  were  graduated.  A  loss  of  such  proportions  in 
experienced  men  cannot  be  quickly  remedied.  On  the 
Varsity  squad  there  will  be  a  great  number  of  last  years 
Freshman  team,  which  had  a  record  of  four  wins  and  two 
losses.  A  new  system  is  being  installed  under  the  new 
head  coach,  so  consequently  the  early  season  progress  of 
the  team  will  depend  entirely  upon  how  quickly  Sophomore 
operatives  learn  the  system. 

"Outstanding  veterans  returning  are  Capt.  Ernie  Savig- 
nano  and  Dick  High  in  the  backfield;  Bill  Crooker  at  centre 
and  Arnie  Soloway,  Don  Corzine  and  Jay  Fidler  at  the 
tackles.  Both  High  and  Savignano  should  rate  with  the 
best  in  the  East  in  their  respective  positions,  fullback  and 
blocking  back. 

"Although  it  will  be  an  inexperienced  team,  Brown  is 
looking  forward  to  its  difficult  schedule  with  the  reasonable 
expectation  of  a  hard-driving  and  well-drilled  team  that 
should  win  its  share  of  games.  " 

►  The  character  of  the  "Stahley  system"  remains  to  be 
seen  under  fire,  and  spectators  on  Alumni  Day  will  have 
an  extra  interest  in  watching  it.  But  apparently  the  team 
will  continue  to  use  the  single  wingback  with  new  varia- 
tions, probably  with  more  open  ball  handling  and  emphasis 
on  power  w'uen  in  scoring  territory. 

The  squad  admits  that  "Skip"  is  a  driver  and  a  stickler 
for  precision,  but  the  men  swear  by  him  already.  Well- 
liked,  too,  are  his  assistants,  also  new  to  Brown.  Varsity 
line  coach  is  Donald  Lee  Hensley,  former  All-American 
centre  at  Pittsburgh  and  assistant  to  Jock  Sutherland  there. 
A  former  teammate  and  fellow  Rose  Bowl  star  is  Frank  S. 
Souchak,  the  Varsity  end  coach,  who  also  aided  Sutherland 
for  a  year.  A  golfer  good  enough  to  qualify  for  the  National 
Open  in  1938,  he  has  been  a  figure  in  Rhode  Island  tourna- 
ment golf  this  summer.  When  the  Freshmen  report  for 
work,  they  will  practice  under  Head  Coach  Harold  W. 
Kopp,  who  played  for  Stahley  at  Western  Maryland  and 
was  head  coach  of  Northeastern.  His  colleague  will  be 
Backfield  Coach  "Tippy"  Dye  who,  despite  his  1J8  pounds, 
was  a  nine-letter  man  at  Ohio  State.  Dye  is  also  scheduled 
to  coach  Varsity  basketball.   The  five  make  a  great  team  of

►  But  when  the  men  reported  for  the  first  drill,  some  of 
those  names  had  to  be  stricken  from  the  squad  list :  Kara- 
fotias,  who  was  advised  to  take  an  operation  when  the 
physical  check-up  revealed  a  defect;  Donovan,  who  was 
with  a  Naval  unit  and  probably  won"t  be  available  tor 
football;  Gallup,  who  will  return  to  college  but  won"t  be 
a  candidate  for  the  team;  Townson,  former  Andover  cap- 
tain, wasn't  expected  back  in  college;  nor  was  Hall,  rated 
No.  1  of  yearling  ends  last  year;  nor  Miller,  a  reserve  from 
last  fall.  Sherman  and  Davenport  reported  but  subsequently 
left  for  Naval  reserve  duties  that  will  prevent  football  work. 
Sheffe,  basketball  star  whose  football  experience  is  limited, 
came  out  as  an  end  candidate  "on  his  own,"  and  so  did 
Senior  guard,  Joe  Kelly. 

On  paper  it  looked  like  a  strong  eleven,  with  a  fair  amount 
of  reserve  material  but  not  too  deep.  Much  seemed  to 
depend  on  the  ability  of  a  promising  group  of  Sophomore 
backs  to  make  the  grade.  In  that  regard,  here  are  some 
comments  from  the  press  book:  Margarita:  "Starred  in 
every  yearling  game;  rated  as  good  Varsity  material.  He 
may  be  the  answer  to  the  search  for  a  break-away  runner."" 
Pattee :  "Outstanding  Freshman  player,  captaining  his  team 
and  playing  in  every  game.  Looks  like  good  Varsity  block- 
ing back  material.""  Remick:  "Played  in  every  Freshman 
game.""  He  packs  a  lot  for  his  weight.  Savage:  "Outstand- 
ing Freshman  player.  May  step  into  major  role;  good  ball 
carrier.""  Scavongelli:  "Numerals  last  year  in  football  and 
basketball;  outstanding  player  in  both  sports.""  They  seemed 
likely  to  inject  more  speed  than  in  last  year"s  offense. 

►  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  University  Club  in  Provi- 
dence Coach  Stahley  gave  the  first  hint  of  starting  line-ups 
since  the  commencement  of  practice.  He  predicted  that  the 
team  would  be  "trouble""  for  any  team  about  2  o"clock  any 
Saturday  afternoon  '"as  long  as  we  stay  clear  of  injuries." 
"If  we  run  into  injuries  to  our  key  men,"  he  said,  "naturally 
we  are  going  to  look  bad." 

He  thought  it  looked  like  "a  slashing  team,  with  plenty 
of  drive."   "We  won't  win  all  our  games,"  he  said.   "That 


takes  a  lot  of  good  breaks.  But  you"ll  see  lots  of  good 
football."" 

Top  ends  he  thought  might  be  Priestley  and  MacNeill  on 
the  left,  with  Delaney  and  Haweeli  on  the  other  side.  Fidler, 
Soloway  and  Corzine  were  the  principal  factors  in  the 
tackle  picture.  At  centre  the  battle  is  between  the  veteran 
Crooker  and  the  Sophomore  Richards. 

The  guard  situation  was  far  from  resolved.  Rotelli  was 
late  in  reporting  due  to  pre-med  exams,  and  Sheehan  was 
late  from  summer  school  studies  under  the  defense  set-up. 
Dick  Stark,  Sophomore,  looked  like  a  possibility  for  one 
berth,  but  Stahley  was  experimenting  with  Milner,  a  con- 
verted Sophomore  back,  and  Murphy,  a  transfer  from 
Lehigh  eligible  this  year  and  originally  an  end  candidate. 

►  "Our  backfield  squad  is  better  off  than  our  linemen," 
the  coach  said.  "For  instance,  we  have  Dan  Savage  at  right 
halfback  with  Roy  Swingler  next  in  line.  Swingler  missed 
spring  practice,  but  he  is  trying  hard,  and  has  all  the  mark- 
ings of  a  fine  back.  At  left  half  there  is  Henry  Margarita, 
with  Gene  Coughlin  giving  him  a  battle. 

"We're  fortunate  in  having  two  good  blocking  backs  in 
Capt.  Ernie  Savignano  and  Jay  Pattee.  Savignano  has  the 
advantage  of  more  varsity  experience,  but  Pattee  is  a  good 
boy,  who  will  go  far.  There's  just  as  bright  an  outlook  at 
fullback,  where  we  have  moved  Dick  High,  a  highly  capable 
back,  and  have  Bruce  Remick,  who  is  not  so  heavy,  but  is 
plenty  fast." 

The  variability  of  the  performances  showed  the  following 
Saturday  in  a  tough  game  scrimmage  when  Pilote  outshone 
all  the  other  backfield  aspirants.  Bentley,  who  played  a 
brilliant  end  as  a  Freshman,  is  also  receiving  attention  as  a 
backfield  possibility,  having  played  there  in  high  school 
when  he  won  all-State  honors  in  Rhode  Island.  Of  the 
passers  Savage,  Margarita  and  Pilote  were  showing  to  best 
advantage,  while  Margarita,  Pilote  and  Swingler  were  the 
steady  punters.  High,  who  occasionally  boots  the  ball  a 
mile,  is  getting  plenty  of  coaching  attention,  too.  Coughlin, 
given  six  months"  draft  deferment,  also  passes  and  kicks. 

►  When  the  squad  reported  in  Providence,  Coach  Stahley 
wasted  no  time  in  getting  down  to  hard  work.  The  first  day, 
set  aside  for  "light""  preliminaries,  saw  the  squad  going 
through  blocking,  kicking,  passing,  pass  defense,  and  calis- 
thenics, followed  by  blackboard  study.  Line  scrimmage 
started  on  the  second  day,  and  team  scrimmage  followed  on 
the  third,  which  must  be  some  sort  of  a  record.  As  with  the 
spring  sessions,  Stahley  followed  his  carefully  planned  time- 
tables rigidly  each  day. 

A  casual  visitor  would  find  the  practice  set-up  trans- 
formed this  year,  for  the  Varsity  squad  is  working  on  a 
gridiron  in  the  northeast  corner  of  Aldrich  Field.  A  second 
gridiron  is  available  directly  south  of  the  first  along  Cole 
Ave.,  while  the  Freshmen  will  work  adjacent  to  those  grid- 
irons nearer  Elmgrove  Ave.,  and  the  soccer  team  will  take 
over  the  old  Varsity  football  practice  field.  After  the  first 
few  days,  practice  sessions  were  held  behind  canvas  and 
closed  gates. 

After  the  first  kickoff  against  Wesleyan  in  Providence, 
the  Varsity  will  journey  to  New  York  for  its  Oct.  4  game 
with  Columbia,  the  last  opponent  of  the  1940  season.  Other 
games  on  the  1941  schedule  are:  Oct.  11 — R.  I.  State  at 
Providence.  Oct.  18 — Tufts  at  Providence.  Oct.  2^ — 
Lafayette  at  Easton,  Pa.  Nov.  1 — Yale  at  New  Haven.

►  ►  "New  York  City's  Brohdingnagian  Daily  l^ews 
(1,948,759  daily,  .^,483,616  Sunday)  has  finally  identified 
Its  most  popular  feature.  Its  research  cost  $45,000  and  took 
a  year  during  which  500'odd  different  readers  were  polled 
every  week.  Away  out  in  front  in  the  reader-interest  race : 
the  Inquiring  Fotographer  column  conducted  by  Jimmy 
Jemail  on  the  editorial  page." 

So  did  Time  Magazine  on  July  2 1  of  this  year  commence 
an  article  on  the  member  of  the  class  of  1918,  who  will  be 
one  of  the  featured  contributors  to  the  Alumni  Day  program 
at  Brown  on  Sept.  26.  The  article  was  displayed  with  a 
photograph  of  Jimmy,  camera  in  hand,  which  bore  the 
caption:  "Kissing  questions  can  be  dangerous." 

Such  questions  will  be  out  when  Jemail  does  some 
"inquiring"  at  the  dinner  in  Marvel  Gymnasium,  but  he 
will  have  some  other  good  ones,  more  appropriate  to  the 
occasion  and  his  subjects.  The  Alumni  Day  committee, 
grateful  to  Jemail  for  his  willingness  to  co-operate,  has 
asked  us  to  print  the  rest  of  the  Time  sketch,  which 
appeared  under  the  heading  "Accosting  on  the  Street" : 

►  "During  the  past  two  decades  underslung  James  Jemail. 
'47,  tipping  his  hat  and  toting  his  2I/4  by  31/4  Speed  Graphic, 
has  accosted,  questioned  and  photographed  at  least  150,000 
people.  More  than  50,000  of  his  pictures,  six  to  a  column 
and  each  accompanied  by  its  50-word  answer  to  the  question 
of  the  day,  have  been  published. 

"Typical  question :  "Do  you  agree  that  a  woman  is  ugliest 
when  drunk?'  Typical  answer:  ".  .  .  if  a  woman  is  one-half 
or  two-thirds  drunk  she  can  be  a  very  amusing  companion 
and  entirely  agreeable.  Just  don't  give  her  any  more  liquor. 
And  send  her  to  me." 

"On  an  average  of  once  a  week  Jimmy  throws  his  con- 
tributors a  serious  question  on  current  affairs,  but  usually 
his  queries  are  pretty  jaunty. 

""Once  he  inquired :  'What  aid  to  feminine  beauty  do  you 
detest  most?'  Prompt  was  the  answer  of  a  frustrated  male : 
'Bust  developers  made  of  sponge  rubber.'  On  another  occa- 
sion he  posed  the  question :  'Did  you  ever  kiss  a  man  with  a 
beard,  and  what  reaction  was  there?'  A  girl  replied:  'Yes, 
when  I  was  young  and  having  my  teeth  straightened.  Some 
of  his  whiskers  caught  in  my  wire  brace,  and  he  said  "ouch".' 

►  "Kissing  questions  have  sometimes  caused  Jemail  trouble. 
Working  the  public  square  of  a  large  New  Jersey  town, 
Jimmy  was  arrested  and  thrown  into  a  psychopathic  ward 
for  asking  a  middle-aged  woman:  'Do  you  remem'her  your 
first  kiss,  and  how  did  you  enjoy  it?' 

"He  still  carries  a  large  lump  in  back  of  his  left  ear  from 
approaching  a  pretty  girl  in  Times  Square  during  the  '20s. 
'Good  afternoon,  madam — "  he  had  no  more  than  begun 
when,  blam!,  something  pile-driving  hit  him  from  behind. 
Jimmy  turned  over  and  literally  threw  a  punch  from  the 
pavement.  After  the  cops  had  pulled  Jimmy  out  of  the 
crowd  and  heard  his  explanation,  they  told  him  to  beat  it 
and  returned  to  chafing  the  wrists  and  temples  of  the  girl's 
escort. 

"On  another  occasion  in  Times  Square  he  inquired  of  an 
ornate  damsel  sitting  in  the  back  of  a  limousine  with  the 
top  down :  "Is  the  shimmy  a  moral  and  proper  dance?"  She 
answered  in  vehement  affirmative.  Her  name  turned  out  to 
be  Gilda  Gray. 


"Objection  was  once  made  to  the  high  literary  content  of 
the  questionees'  responses.  Insisted  a  superior:  'That  taxi 
driver  you  ran  this  morning  looks  straight  out  of  Sing  Sing 
and  you  have  him  talking  like  Nicholas  Murray  Butler. 
Just  put  the  words  down  as  they  come  out  of  their  mouths.' 
Jimmy  obeyed,  not  sparing  a  single  dese,  dem  or  dose. 
Posses  of  furious  questionees  stormed  the  J^ews,  and  the 
management  frantically  ordered  Jimmy  back  to  word- 
painting. 

"Son  of  a  shoe  manufacturer,  Jimmy  was  born  in  Beirut, 
Syria  and  brought  to  the  U.  S.  as  a  child  by  his  parents,  who 
chose  Newport,  R.  I.,  as  a  new  home  town.  Times  were 
tough,  and  on  Jimmy's  graduation  from  grammar  schcxjl  his 
father  told  him  he  could  not  continue  his  education,  must 
become  an  apprentice  barber.  Instead  Jimmy  worked  his 
way  through  high  school,  won  an  appointment  to  Annapolis. 
He  signed  to  enter  Brown,  where  he  became  a  four-letter 
athlete,  received  All-America  mention  from  Walter  Camp. 
During  World  War  I  he  returned  to  the  Navy,  was  at  one 
time  Admiral  William  Sowden  Sim's  decoding  aide. 

■"Throughout  all  journalism's  history,  Jimmy  is  the  only 
janitor  ever  to  become  a  columnist  in  a  single  day.  In  the 
spring  of  1921,  broke,  he  answered  a  J^ews  want  ad  for  a 
copy  boy  who  would  sweep  out  on  Sundays.  On  his  first 
Sunday  at  work.  Phil  Payne,  then  city  editor,  asked  him  who 
he  was,  recognized  his  name  as  a  famed  footballer,  gave  him 
the  Inquiring  Fotographer  assignment.  The  column  was  a 
transplanted  Chicago  Tribiine  feature,  but  it  had  always 
been  assigned  more  or  less  at  random  to  a  staff  writer  accom- 
panied by  a  cameraman,  and  Jimmy  was  the  first  ever  to 
make  it  a  solo  career.  He  now  owns  three  Greenwich 
Village  apartment  houses.  Total  income  with  TSjeit'i  salary: 
around  $12,000  annually. 

"  "Jemail'  in  Arabic  means  'admirable,"  and  so  admirable 
does  his  boss.  Captain  Joseph  Medill  Patterson,  consider 
Jimmy  that  under  way  is  a  campaign  to  sell  the  column 
nationally."  i    i

Brown  Men  in  the  Military  Service 


►  ►  Many  more  than  the  300  Brown  dlumni  Hsted  below 
are  in  the  service  of  the  country  in  one  form  of  defense 
activity  or  another.  We  puhHsh  this  Hst  in  its  present  form, 
however,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Alumni  Office 
is  undertaking  such  a  compilation. 

This  list  will  be  out  of  date  and  incomplete  by  the  time 
it  is  printed,  for  it  is  constantly  growing,  constantly  chang- 
ing. We  acknowledge  its  limitations,  especially  the  fact 
that  it  does  not  yet  include  the  names  of  civilians  (including 
Faculty  members)  who  are  contributing  to  the  defense 
effort  through  personal  service. 

But  this  is  a  beginning.  We  ask,  therefore,  that  all 
Brunonians  who  know  of  men  in  the  armed  services  or  other 


defense  activity  co-operate  by  forwarding  details  to  the 
Keeper  of  Graduate  Records,  Brown  University.  These  will 
assist  greatly  in  the  preparation  of  supplementary  lists 
planned  for  the  future. 

Card  questionnaires  have  been  sent  to  all  men  known  to 
be  in  service.

A  foreword  says  that  the  reason  for  this 
book  is  the  fact  to  which  Descartes  pointed 
in  his  famous  "Discourse  on  Method"  that 
philosophy  has  been  cultivated  for  many 
ages  by  the  most  distinguished  men,  and 
that  yet  there  is  not  a  single  matter  within 
its  sphere  which  is  not  still  in  dispute." 
For  ages  the  natural  sciences  were  in  no 
better  case,  and  the  author  believes  that 
when  philosophy  masters,  "as  it  eventu- 
ally will,"  the  method  fruitful  of  knowl- 
edge in  its  sphere,  and  clearly  discerns  what 
is  and  what  is  not  comprised  in  this  sphere, 
its  progress  from  the  state  described  by 
Descartes  will  be  rapid. 

The  first  part  of  the  book  is  given  to  a 
critical  examination  of  a  number  of  recent 
conceptions  of  the  proper  subject  and 
method  of  philosophy.  In  the  second  part 
Prof.  Ducasse  outlines  what  he  conceives 
to  be  the  truth  of  the  matter.  He  contends 
that  philosophy,  like  the  sciences,  aims  at 
genuine  knowledge  and  that  its  method, 
therefore,  should  be  no  less  scientific  than 
theirs. 

Portions  of  the  book  have  previously 
appeared  in  the  Journal  of  Philosophy. 
Ethics  magazine,  and  the  Philosophical 
Review.  Prof.  Ducasse  also  speaks  of  his

>  >  Dr.  Arthi'R  Upham  PoPh  "04  ait  connoisseur  and  leading  world  authority 
on  Iranian  art,  heads  the  "Committee  for  National  Morale"  which  now,  after 
months  of  research,  makes  known  it  has  discovered  and  identified  Hitler's  "secret" 
weapon.  As  Dr.  Pope  explains  it,  the  device  is  the  precise  scientific  mastery  of 
impelling  scientific  forces  by  which  you  can  make  men  think  and  act  as  you  want 
them  to. 

One  of  the  last  books  of  the  late  Jacques  Futrelle,  who  went  down  on  the 
Titanic,  was  "The  Thinking  Machine."  It  was  about  an  old  professor  who  dis- 
covered what  Dr.  Pope's  committee  thinks  it  has  now  learned.  He  finally  dominated 
the  world.  The  theme  of  the  book  was  that  any  man  who  masters  certain  definite 
psychological  formulas,  and  employs  them  diligently,  will  own  and  operate  mankind. 

That  is  exactly  what  the  Germans  have  been  doing,  according  to  the  com- 
mittee, just  now  issuing  a  155-page  brochure  describing  its  research  and  its  findings. 

The  committee,  which  began  work  last  July,  includes  many  of  the  leading 
social  scientists  and  psychologists  of  the  United  States.  It  delivers  not  only  a  de- 
tailed description  of  the  German  psychological  mass-pressure  techniques,  but  it 
concludes  that  we  have  abundant  knowledge  and  skills  with  which  to  meet  it. 
But  it  will  be  no  hit-and-miss  job  of  agitating.  It  will  he  a  campaign  of  psychological 
warfare  as  carefully  contrived  as  an  air  battle. 

Dr.  Pope  has  long  been  a  distinguished  figure  in  the  world  of  both  art  and 
philosophy,  a  magazine  article  remarks,  but  always  on  John  Ruskin's  terms:  "Fine 
art  is  that  in  which  the  head,  the  heart  and  the  hand  go  together."  His  collection

y  >  Col.  Henry  Brayton  Rose,  A.B., 
who  as  either  adjutant  or  Chief  Marshal 
took  part  in  42  consecutive  Commence- 
ment processions,  died  in  Stanfordville, 
N.  Y.,  July  21,  1941.  Gracious,  efficient, 
even-tempered,  he  was  beloved  by  all  his 
aides  and  admired  by  graduates,  old  and 
young,  who  followed  in  his  train  from  the 
campus  to  the  First  Baptist  Meeting  House. 

His  graciuusness  and  genuine  ability 
also  characterized  him  as  secretary  of  the 
Providence  School  Committee  for  44  years, 
as  secretary  in  perpetiuiin  of  his  Cla.ss,  as 
officer  of  the  several  societies  at  which  his 
presence  was  always  a  delight.  "His  effi- 
ciency and  reliability  in  all  his  under- 
takings m  lite  have  been  demonstrated  be- 
yond cavil,"  said  his  colleague  and  friend. 
Albert  A.  Baker  '84,  at  the  testimonial 
dinner  given  in  1933  when  he  retired  as  the 
school   committee's  secretary. 

Col.  Rose  was  born  in  Rangoon,  Burma, 
May  30,  1859,  the  son  of  Rev.  Abram 
Taylor  and  Mary  M.  (Brayton)  Rose.  At 
Brown  he  played  on  the  1881  baseball  team. 
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was  on  the  first  Brown  football  team,  and  a 
leading  spirit  in  Phi  Epsilon,  the  chief  pur- 
pose of  which  was  to  annoy  the  Freshmen, 
play  pranks  on  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
otherwise  keep  the  shadows  of  academic 
life  from  becoming  dark  and  melancholy. 

In  1889,  after  eight  years  in  insurance 
and  real  estate,  he  became  secretary  of  the 
Providence  School  Committee.  In  good 
times  and  bad,  in  political  strife  and  stress, 
through  changes  of  personnel,  administra- 
tion and  system,  he  kept  the  even  tenor  of 
his  way.  He  was  counselor  as  well  as 
recorder:  he  had  the  knack  of  doing  "the 
small,  homely  things"  with  dignity  and  an 
agreeableness  that  induced  respect  and 
co-operation. 

Shortly  after  he  left  college  he  enlisted 
in  the  Rhode  Island  Militia,  won  a  com- 
mission in  1885,  and  finally  went  on  the 
retired  list  as  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He  was 
president  and  trustee  of  the  Gen.  Na- 
thanael  Greene  Memorial  Association,  gov- 
ernor of  the  R.  1.  Society  of  Colonial  Wars, 
director  of  the  R.  I.  Society,  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution,  president  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Public  School  Busi- 
ness Officials,  member  of  the  R.  I.  Society 
of  Mayflower  Descendants,  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  a 
former  member  of  the  University  Club, 
Wannamoisett  Country  Club,  and  Provi- 
dence Central  Club. 

On  Aug.  12,  1890,  he  married  Florence 
E.  Slade,  who  died  July  30,  1935.  Sur- 
viving are  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Constance  B. 
Long,  A.M.  19,  and  two  grandchildren. 
Col.  Rose"s  grandfather  was  Durlin  Lee 
Brayton,  1837.

His  father, 
chief  engineer  of  the  Providence  Water

The  son  followed  in  h's  father's  footsteps, 
becoming  a  partner  of  the  engineering  firm 
of  Shedd  6?  Sarle  and  specialising  for  many 
years  in  hydraulics.  The  firm  had  offices 
in  Providence  and  Worcester:  from  1888 
to  1903  Shedd  was  the  senior  member. 
Then  he  carried  on  alone  as  a  civil  and  hy- 
draulic engineer  in  Providence  and  Char- 
lotte, N.  C.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  Boston  and  American  Socie- 
ties of  Civil  Engineers,  and  the  Providence 
Engineering  Society.  His  direct  contact 
with  Brown  was  through  the  advisory  com- 
mittee. Department  of  Mathematics,  once 
a  useful  source  of  alumni  interest. 

On  March  30,  1886,  he  married  Jessie 
Dexter,  who  survives,  with  a  daughter  and 
four  sons.  One  son  is  Thomas  Clark  Shedd

Silver  was  a  devoted  member  of  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon.  and  was  president  of  the 
New  England  Alumni  Association  of  the 
fraternity.  He  was  vice  president  of  the 
Brown  Club  of  Boston,  and  the  Vermont 
Association  of  Boston:  trustee  of  Derby 
Academy,  Warren  Academy,  Shaw  Uni- 
versity, New  England  Baptist  Hospital:  and 
a  member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  New  England  Historical  Gene- 
alogical Society,  and  the  Union,  Merchants, 
and  Engineers  Clubs  of  Boston.

>  ►  More  than  4000  alumnae.  Faculty  and 
Corporation  members  and  their  wives,  and 
members  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  for 
the  Collegiate  Education  of  Women  have 
been  invited  to  attend  the  celebration  of 
Pembroke  College's  Semicentennial  during 
the  coming  academic  year.  Issuance  of  the 
invitations  on  Sept.  2  coincided  with  the 
50th  anniversary  of  a  Corporation  decision, 
considered  the  official  founding  date  of 
Pembroke.  It  was  on  Sept.  2.  1891.  that 
the  Corporation  voted  that  *'young  women 
may  be  admitted  to  examinations  in  Brown 
University."
